Seiectmen’s Report. 


GENTLEMEN:—We will not attempt to give you an 
elaborate report, but will simply give you the facts in re- 
lation to our doings through the year. We have suc- 
ceeded in running the financial affairs for a -less sum, as 
the figures will show, than for a number of years. It has 
cost less for the support of the poor, than ever before 
since our remembrance. ‘The highway bills have not been 
large, and breaking roads not sn large as for some years 
‘past. The interest money has been decreasing, and it ap- 
' pears that one more tax as large as that of the. year just 
past would clear the town of debt, and leave a small bal- 
ance in the treasury. And, Gentlemen, agreeably to your 
vote, we have settled with all the collectors previous to the 
current year, excepting P. C. Ham, and did not think it 
best to abate his list, for the reason that if George F. 
Nutter should ever come here it would be collectable. 

All that is reported as assets are available for all they 
are reported, excepting the B. A. Horne lot and what is 
in the Ham list. 

We have collected more interest from the. several col- 
lectors than we have abated on their lists and we have not 
abated any tax unless we believed there was good reason 
for so doing. We have endeavored, through the year, to 
keep very little money in the treasury and have accom- 
plished this by paying a note whenever money enough had 
accumulated. 

The money now reported in the hands of the 
treasurer has recently been paid by the collectors. 
We would recommend that the collector be required to 
pay into the treasury all the money collected including 
interest, at the end of every month. We think there is 
no chance as our affairs are conducted for the town to lose 
any money, for our orders are all numbered and charged 
to the treasurer at the time they are given. 

And, Gentlemen, we are glad to be able to say that our 
treasurer keeps his account in such a manner that he can, 
at any time, tell how much interest there is in the hands 
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of the collector. And again, we feel glad that the time is 
drawing near when the debt of our town will be paid; and 
we think with favorable circumstances and one more tax 
such as we had last year, that New Durham will be free 
and that Capitalists will more readily improve our water 
privileges and start manufactories in our midst, realizing 
that they will not be overburdened by taxation, |
